_ CHINESE JUSTICE. 

The M. C. Datly News, in-its notes from 
“Native Papers,” gives the following interesting 

‘account of a crime and its punishment :— 
The Governor of Kiangeu reports the result of 
| the trial of a number of villagers belonging to
